INTER-AFRICAN AFFAIRS 


ROLE OF INTELLECTUALS IN NORTH, SOUTH DIALOGUE 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 136, Dec 81 pp 56-59, 94 
[Passages enclosed in slantlines printed in boldface] 


[Text] /"The North-South dialogue is not a magic potion; it will not make the 
Third World's problems disappear, either now or in the future. The leaders of the 
Third World are going to need all the energies of their peoples to succeed in the 
struggle they are undertaking; they must do nothing less than change man...and 

lead him toward acceptance of a new ethos." This formulation by Prof. Edmond 
Jouve, administrator of the France-Third World Institute, sets forth rather clearly 
the nature of the problem of development in the contemporary world, as a New State 
Order comes into being. Such orders are all too often levelers of cultures and 
peoples; this is why one sees an increasing divergence between the state and the 
people, and the latter are not having an easy time making themselves heard. 


/So it is not a mere coincidence that in a seminar, a diplomatic conference and a 
press symposium held one after the other recently in Paris, the accent was on the 
North-South dialogue, its nature and purpose, and the role intellectuals are called 
to play in it. As Edmond Jouve aptly remarked, "Development is not synonymous 
with growth, nor is growth synonymous with well-being...It should integrate the 
society's cultural values, because affirmation of cultural identity remains one 

of the primary spurs to independence." This is an idea, however, which is more 
difficult to prove out in practice. The very term "intellectual" has a certain 
ambivalence. In the West, the intellectual is an academic, a thinker, a man of 
letters; for the African people, the term covers all of those who have, or had, the 
opportunity to "get an education"--not only college students and professors, but 
the elite classes in general. To the leaders in these new nations, the 
intellectual is the prime suspect, someone who questions the decisions that have 
been made, the institutions that have been created and the conduct of officials. 
Especially when these leaders are former sergeants who came to power more by 
virtue of the strength of their arms than the strength of their intellects or 
their writing ability. Finally, inthe context of new nationhood, to individuals 
who have suddenly been named to the highest administrative positions without any 
special training or experience, the intellectual is someone who understands things 
and knows how to get things done; thus, he is a threat to their position. The 
ambivalence grows even deeper when one examines the nature and purpose of that 
knowledge. For the benefit of AFRICA readers, three "intellectuals" have agreed 
to "take the floor" on this subject. The first, Prof. Kinde Mushakoji, vice 











rector of United Nations University in Tokyo, hails from the "new industrial 
world"; the second is Mr Edmond Jouve, a professor f..om the Sorbonne; the third 
is a young academic and Member of Parliament [from Senegal] Mr Serigne Diop, an 
assistant on the law faculty [in Dakar]; three different outlooks, but all 
characterized by the same open mindedness and, in spite of the perceptions and 
ideas they have derived from their own respective continents, by a certain 
convergence of views; indeed, a rather striking convergence.../ 


Know How To Listen if You Want To Be Heard 
Return to the Sources 


K. Mushakoji: It is not enough to ask who has knowledge; one must also ask who 
produced it. On this point, I may seem to be critical of a position Westerners 
hold dear: Traditionally they consider that knowledge was produced by the Greeks 
and Romans, then later by the Europeans; they matter-of-factly talk about THE 
Universal Knowledge, as something which was transmitted through the West and came 
from the West. So, before anything else it is essential to recefine knowledge as 
coming from different sources and, as such, something that should be shared by 
all, since it is produced by all. 


E. Jouve: I think, in fact, that knowledge must be redefined; in any case. it 
must be recognized that knowledge is not something the West produced all by 

itself. As an educator, I am shocked at the contents of university textbooks: 
texts on the history of ideas that do not mention the names of Franz Fanon or Aime 
Cesaire. We who educate the Third World--development intellectuals, as Jean-:ierre 
Cot recently called us--we should go to the source, if we want to talk to these 
Third-World countries, especially those in Africa. 


S. Diop: It seems to me, really, that not only must we redefine knowledge, but 
also we must make a decision, with respect to that redefinition, in terms of the 
objectives and aims of knowledge. I will start with a fairly simple example: the 
recent UN conference on renewable energy sources. In broad terms, the purpose 
was to see if it was possible to economize in this domain. Well, I remember that 
in my own village, when I was young, techniques had been discovered--rudimentary, 
perhaps, but highly effective--of accumulating the energy that was needed. This 
shows that this Eurocentric tendency to define knowledge as being universal but 
with its source in the West is not only vulnerable to criticism but can be 
meaningfully criticized. 


K.M.: This leads us to pose the Western question of intellectual property; and 
here, I am sure that my personal views are inthe minority: Nevertheless, I must 
say that this notion should be defined in the context of the needs and humanitarian 
values which the said property is intended to serve. In the case of knowledge, 
knowledge that engenders new ideas, that leads to the discovery of new technologies, 
such knowledge should obviously be rewarded. But that does not mean that the 
knowledge itself constitutes property. In a very pragmatic sense, I would just 
like to emphasize that it is in no one's interest for progress to be blocked. It 
would be incorrect, for example, to say that the inventor of a microgroove cr a 
minicomputer has the right to keep that knowledge [to himself]. He only has the 
right to be compensated for this new knowledge, which should then be shared. 








The Role of the United Nations 





E. Jouve: International organizations have an important role to play in this 
domain, especial’ y UNESCO. It is certainly within the compass of such bodies to 
draw up appropriate juridical language and submit it to the international community 
for their consideration, so that, at the very least, the time during which a 
discovery is protected by the law is shortened. It is quite legitimate for an 
inventor to be remunerated, but it is no longer legitimate when for decades one 
country or one part of the world must pay to have access to this knowledge, or even 
to get the chance to acquire it. To sum up on this point, I believe the United 
Nations and the special bodies need to do major work on this question. 


In addition, in connection with what our friend, Serigne Diop, was just saying 
about knowledge, we have to ask ourselves, we educators, about its aims. I feel 
this is important: Knowledge for what purpose? We will doubtless write on this 
subject. Why do we write? What types of ideas do we want to put in circulation? 
Are we going to popularize the model of the industrialized countries, or try to 
discover what today is called an endogenous model, despite all the false starts 
and problems that will entail? A development model, in other words, which respects 
the differences and uniqueness of the countries of Africa and the Third World. I 
think that a serious problem of conscience faces us here. 


I must even go so far as to say that some of us believe the acquisition of 
knowledge by only one part of the planet is culturally intolerable. We still do 
not have a clear idea how to react, but some interesting approaches are coming to 
light. For example, a French publishing house has recently taken an interest in 
the production of university textbooks written by Third World authors. This will 
be a big first; the first contracts have been signed: I believe in any case that 
we must try to go in this direction, and not try to hold on to exclusive rights to 
the dissemination of knowledge. Obviously, we will be opposed; there will even be 
competition, but also there will be emulation; ultimately, this is our real role as 
intellectuals... 


/The problem of knowledge is admittedly of capital importance in the approach to 
an authentic and fruitful North-South dialogue. This dialogue has often been seen 
as laying the groundwork for the indispensable--though still hypothetical--building 
of a new international economic order. But we must examine both the basis 
underlying this dialogue and the process by which it is unfolding. Is there 
really a two-way exchange, or is it simply a matter of transferring the knowledge 
and technology without which development cannot occur? And are new international 
structure being established which respect the uniqueness of each nation and the 
identity of each people? To what degree, semantically speaking, does the very 
term "North-South" imply the idea that the North, in its knowledge and potential, 
is superior to the South? Afghanistan, for example, belongs to the South, even 
though it is in the North on the map./ 


K.M.: The ownership of knowledge in general was one of the major subjects 
discussed at the UN conference on science and technology for development, as well 
as one of the points on which the industrialized countries stood firm; right up 
to the end they maintained, and even insisted, that the technology they had 
created was their own property, and that they must be paid for transferring it. 
This is a serious juridical problen. 








Nevertheless, in political terms, I would like to underline the fact that around 
the world, and even within the industrialized countries, as Mr Jouve noted just a 
few moments ago, there are more and more people who realize that it cannot go on 
this way. The industrialized countries will not be able to keep monopolizing, 
keeping for themselves and refusing to share their knowledge. Moreover, there is 
also a growing realization, even in those same industrialized countries, that the 
countries of the Third World have a wisdom, a knowledge and sources of knowledge 
that could help the countries of the North to resolve their own problems. From 
that point of view we are now going through a period of historical transition from 
a model of civilization dominated by the West to one which is more pluralist. 


In other words, not only must we put an end to a certain form of disdain with which 
the Western intelligentsia treats knowledge coming from the South, but also 
intellectuals in the industrialized countries must reach a level of awareness that 
will put an end to this kind of Eurocentrism. Both the birth of an independent 
Third World body of critical thinking and a growing openness on the part of at 
least some intellectuals in the North are helping to overcome that Eurocentrist 
attitude. 


Having said that, I wish to say I fully agree that in the concepts we are using, 
such as that of the North-South dialogue, there is an assumption of the superiority 
of the North. I should say that as Japanese we have dreamed of becoming part of 
the North for a whole century. And now, I tell you, we are very proud of it! This 
is bad, very bad, I must tell you. Only, on the other hand, I would like to 
emphasize the fact that the concept of underdevelopment, to take one example, has 
been rejected by several Third World intellectuals who prefer the term 

"developing countries."" Nevertheless, some of these same Third World economists 
insist on continuing to talk about underdevelopment because, in their view, the 
latter was caused by the overdevelopment of the industrialized countries; moreover, 
from that perspective they do not at all wish to see the inequality between North 
and South glossed over. 


So the North-South dialogue is a concept which on the one hand underlines the 
superiority of the North--which should not be proud of being "superior'--and on 
the other hand highlights the domination and exploitation to which the South is 
subject. And the North should realize that its very superiority is ultimately 
something that is vulnerable to criticism. This is why, from that perspective, 
we should ccntinue to talk about the North-South Dialogue. 


Rehabilitation of Creativity 


E. Jouve: The superiority of the North, you said? That remains to be seen! As 
for me, I would like to come back to the problem of technology transfer. I 
followed the deliberations of the UN conference on the least developed countries. 
I was struck by several statistics which we will not go into at length today, 

but how could we fail to mention the one on the number of doctors in some of these 
countries? We all know that a portion of medical and surgical aid goes to buy 
extremely expensive equipment. At the present rate, we will never be able to 
provide care for more than a small percentage of the population. And we 

certainly know who will make up that "small percent": the people in power. So 
much the better for them, but so much the worse for the people, if we were to 














continue thus. So I think we must make an effort to be creative; we must invent 
something new. Otherwise, it we continue to insist on the best Western-style 
solution, we will never get out of this vicious circle. We must discover an 
alternative medicine; I see signs that there is movement in that direction. I 
also think the West is benefiting from this, as medicinal herbs are being 
rediscovered; as a result of this, important discoveries have been made in the 
recent past. So it is not a one-way street; we must get back to barefoot medicine 
and barefoot doctors. Obviously, they will not have all the skills of their 
Western colleagues, but they will be able to care for dozens of people every day. 
They will utilize the traditional pharmacopoeia, for example, where great progress 
has already been made, at least by UNESCO. Let these doctors put aside those very 
heavy and expensive apparatuses which in any case--as I myself have observed on 
recent visits--generally gather dust in some hospital room because it is impossible 
to install them; and besides, if they are installed, it is difficult to keep them 
in operation. Not because of incompetence, but because it so happens that the 
specialists from these [developing] countries, for one or another reason, practice 
in France, the United States, or elsewhere in the world. 


The Technology Trap 


S.D.: It seems to me that in talking about technology transfer we may faJl into a 
trap. That is what I would like to stress at this point. In fact, technology 
transfer runs up against two series of problems. First of all, there are problems 
tied to the source of this knowledge, that is, Europe. The transfer is very costly 
and results from what might be called Europe's will to carry it out. This, it 
seems to me, is where we run into a trap: The debate tends somewhat to obscure 
the development of technology in the South. Let us look at what is happening in 
Niger: The efforts made in the field of solar energy in that country are in my 
opinion positive proof that we could render an enormous service to the developing 
countries and the least developed countries by talking not so much about 
technololgy transfer and more about the development of technology in the South 
itself. Here I believe UNESCO could play an extremely important role, certainly 
by pursuing the dialogue on transfers, and also by raising this other subject I 
just mentioned, which to me seems so basic, namely technological advancement 

in the Southern countries. 


Naturally, all too many Third World intellectuals will continue to work in the 
Northern countries instead of staying at home. Two lines of argument can be 

made about that, even though I am one of those who vigorously denounces this 

state of affairs. As for myself, I totally condemn this exile of the intellectuals. 
It is first of all caused by the allure of the North. All the economists and 
sociologists will tell you that the individual makes his decision, in the first 
place, on the basis of the relative advantages. It is obvious that there is no 
comparison between what an intellectual can earn in the South and what he can make 
in Europe, for example. In addition, there are problems related to the work 
environment in the South. We must not try to deny it: It is difficult to 
accomplish anything in the South, for reasons that are linked to the under- 
development, or rather the nondevelopment, of working conditions for those 
intellectuals, and sometimes, unfortunately, for purely political reasons. 


I am not only an academic, but also a junior member of parliament. Naturally we 
political leaders often deplore the unwillingness of our doctors to go practice in 








the bush because they are used to a certain standard of comfort. This is why 
almost two-thirds of Senegal's doctors are to be found in Dakar! Nevertheless, I 
think that there are some deeper reasons, One must of course deplore the attitude 
of these doctors, but there is also fault to be found with the working conditions 
in which they are placed, Indeed, they are convinced that in a rural environment 
not only would they not learn anything but they would begin "unlearning." 


But it is my personal conviction that intellectuals must play a very important 
role in the Third World, and in Africa as a whole. It is quite obvious that 
progress also depends on scientific discoveries; the intellectuals are the people 
who have the skills to exploit them. But let us focus our discussion on the 

real issue: Are the intellectuals currently in a position to play this role in 
their own countries? That is a problem. 


United Nations University 


K.M.: Perhaps it would be useful, at this point in our debate, to recall the 
primary mission of the United Nations University. Its charter stipulates, in 
fact, that it must create a veritable network of intellectuals and university 
institutions throughout the world, but especially in the Third World countries. 
In addition, it is trying to get the isolated intellectuals of the Third World 
countries into communication with the international scientific community. This 
implies that perhaps the brain drain results not only from economic factors but 
even more from the fact that researchers in the Third World--like Japanese 
researchers 20 years ago--do not have the means in their own countries to carry 
out their own research. What in fact we at United Nations University must do, 
and what we are trying to do, is to procure those facilities which are lacking 
in their own countries so they can work on their own problems in accordance with 
their own priorities. This is the main thing: The problem is not only one of 
economic advantages but the need to transform the intellectual and scientific 
institutions which up to now have been focused on the great powers and the 
industrialized countries. This is what must be changed! 


/Indeed, let us admit it, this dialogue is not an easy one, and it is understandable 
that Third World intellectuals find it difficult to grapple with. How, in fact, 
can one undertake meaningful research without guarantees of academic freedom? 

What kind of dialogue can be undertaken, and on what basis, at a time when 
nationalism and individualism are becoming stronger than ever before, when 

"global" initiatives and arguments most often seem to serve as pretexts or covers 
for the interests of the multinationals and the great powers, people whose ambition 
is to rule the world? This question is perfectly exemplified in the well-known 
fact that the industrialized countries achieved their development by polluting the 
environment, and indeed could not have achieved it without doing so; their desire 
today to impose international regulations on pollution seems to some extent to 
condemn the poor countries to be satisfied with development "on the cheap” that 
does not challenge the currently existing economic order or the supremacy of the 
strongest. This in only one example, but Third World intellectuals may not have 
sufficiently reflected on such an aspect of these problems or on the necessity 

of defining what might be called "enlightened globalism," an idea dear to the 

heart of the vice rector of United Nations University. In fact, there can be no 
harmonious and equitable development without taking large economic groupings into 
account; but, at the same time such development also requires respect for the 





multiplicity of interests, values and cultural factors we see in the world. 
Further, the example of Iran is a perfect illustration of the crisis of civiliza- 
tion in which the world is immersed. That is to say that the role of the intel- 
lectual, in Africa and the Third World in general, in redefining "frame of 
reference values" on which all nations can agree, whatever their level of 
development, is important, and indeed vital. So it is also necessary that the 
training the intellectual receives, both initially and later on in life, prepares 
him to understand that role. That role in fact goes far beyond simple criticism 
of institutions and methods of government. Getting a real North-South dialogue 
started is ultimately a matter of identifying all that is responsible for the 
current conditions in order then to design a new structure of lifestyle and civil 
civilization. It is also vital for the intellectual to be prepared and 

encouraged to pay attention to the voice of the people of his country, to catch 
the messages coming from the village and the suburbs, and in sum to read the signs 
of the times during this vast process of transforming society and the world. The 
problem, in sum, is to ascertain whether the intellectual feels that his training 
and his profession prepare him to find his place in that great undertaking in which 
his role is irreplaceable. Too often the people get the impression that there is 
no difference between eloquence and verbosity, or between discussion and 
palaver.../ 


A Climate of Freedom 


E. Jouve: At bottom, an intellectual, to pursue his research, to write what he 
wants to write, torisk giving offense, must be able to do so in a climate of 
freedom. Do we always find this in these countries? I ask this question, but I 
do not answer it. I think that African intellectuals, like those in the Third 
World as a whole, will be all the more willing to help their homelands when they 
believe they have the opportunity to listen to and express their views. Thus, as 
soon as there is greater democratization in these countries, I think we will see 
some curtailing of the brain drain which is much deplored and rightly so. That 
seems to me an important problem. 


The second big problem to be resolved at the outset: What is to be the status of 
intellectuals in the Third World? The state, even if it is confronted with a 
thousand urgert demands--and God knows the demands are there, right now!--must 
agree to make some sacrifices for the intellectuals, even ir the so-called 
take-off stage, and pay them adequately, even though to all appearances they will 
be working only a relatively limited number of hours in the week. In reality, they 
will not be spending the rest of their time in idle amusements; they will use the 
time to write, to go to libraries, to carry out research. Furthermore, in my 
opinion that must be one of the top priorities for any developing nation. And, in 
fact, an urgent priority. It is necessary to accept the apparent "waste of some 
energies and human resources, even the "waste" of some money in order to enable 
these intellectuals to do their work, to be creative, and to serve their people. 


S.D.: And it is at precisely this point that we touch the sore spot: the 
production of intellectuals in the "underdeveloped" countries. Here, in 

Europe, there is what I might call a certain autonomy in intellectual circles, so 
to speak, that is somewhat lacking in the ruling circles, I am happy to learn 
firsthand from Mr Jouve that Berger-Levrault has just agreed to take the risk of 
putting together a rather Third-Worldish series of volumes. Unfortunately, such 











an initiative would be unthinkable in our part of the world! In West Africa, 

for example, Nouvelles Editions Africaines, which is our pride in this domain, is 
completely tied to the political leadership, to the government as such. In other 
words, intellectual production is determined by the desires of Africa's political 
leaders. I think, really, that in Africa and the Third World as a whole we will 
have to search for solutions to this dependence on the power of the state. 

Perhaps UNESCO could do a lot in this field, by helping the intellectuals to become 
increasingly independent, if only in the matter of intellectual production. 

What the political leaders will do is another problem! 


The Hypocrisy of "Good Conscience" 


K.M.: On this point, I would like to underline two aspects. First of all, there 
is a phenomenon in North-South relations which encourages the governments in 
oppressed countries to oppress their own intellectuals in turn. I must say that 
this is a part of the inherent dynamics of international politics. When they want 
to deal with a pressure coming from outside, the rulers want to be supported by all 
the intellectuals. So, in order to create national unity, they quickly become 
intolerant. By contrast, in the industrialized countries, they have the luxury 

of being tolerant, because they are oppressing others. Under the Carter regime, 
the Americans felt very self-righteous and considered that they were respecting 
human rights. And they wanted no part of helping those who, in their opinion, did 


not respect human rights. This is a completely hypocritical attitude. An 
extravagance, in fact. 


As for the role of the intellectuals, it is not limited solely to the technical 

and technological domain. Obviously, the transferor creation of new technologies 
plays a very important role; a state owes it to itself to have intellectuals in 

the natural and technical sciences. But there is also a need to have intellectuals 
like Mr Diop who are interested in policy, or who, being endowed with a critical 
turn of mind, do not hesitate to challenge the policy of the government in power. 
That, in fact, is their fundamental role in the development process. 


S.D.: Also, we must not deny that the obstacles we were discussing a few 

moments ago and the lack of consideration that we as Third World intellectuals 
deplore do not explain away everything. I think that we must also bear a share 

of the responsibility ourselves. I believe that on finishing our studies in 
Europe, we tend too much to export the North-South complex, to cut ourselves off 
from the people, to believe that we ourselves are the elite. Are we really 
prepared to listen closely to what the people are saying and to faithfully 
interpret their needs and aspirations? It is of fundamental importance to address 
this question. These are realities which we must not try to deny. Nevertheless, 
I maintain that there are a small number of intellectuals who have really made a 
choice: they are as critical of the government as of these intellectuals. But I 
must admit that the obstacles ahead are even greater, and we have our work cut out 
for us to make the intellectuals realize that the current situation in the Third 
World, and in Africa particularly, is in every case going to be such as to require 
sacrifice on their part, and for a long time to come. Unfortunately, they are not 
always ready to make such sacrifice. 


E. Jouve: One might also draw comparisons with what is happening on other 
continents of the Third World. I am in fact somewhat struck by the difference 





between what is happening--or rather not happening--in Africa and what one sees 
among the very major intellectuals in Latin America; Cortazar, for example, and 
many others. They are really the voice of their people. So, I do not know whether 
it will take great suffering, and undergoing painful years of exile, and terrible 
dictatorships like those in Chile, Argentina and elsewhere, to get the message 
across to the rank and file of the people. If it does, it would be a pity, but in 
any case it can be observed that it is becoming harder and harder to hear these 
African voices today. But there are some, thank heaven! Lately, in Paris, we 
listened to the great words of Albert Tevoedjere, author of "The Poverty and Wealth 
of Peoples." Well now! There was a message which came from the grassroots and was 
received! Recently, someone even told me that Pope John Paul II had taken some of 
his ideas into account, principally on the subject of the “solidarity contract." 
This is one example which we have heard and there are doubtless many, many more. 
But all this assumes the intellectuals will be listening not so much to the West 

as to the voice of the people, their sufferings and their hopes...Doubtless many 
things remain to be rediscovered, even about ourselves, the "well off."

INTERNAL ASPECT OF CUBAN TROOP PRESENCE STRESSED

[Text] In a joint declaration released last weekend in Luanda, Angola and Cuba 
made clear to the international public why Cuban internationalist troops arrived 
and have subsequently remained in the People's Republic of Angola at the request 
of the Angolan Government, thus correcting the misinterpretations--surely 
deliberate--of some ill-meaning parties, namely the United States of America and 
its lackeys, who wantonly persist in associating this question with the issue of 
national independence for Namibia. 


The brutal colonization of Angola by Portugal for almost 5 centuries and the 14 
years of genocidal war against our people by the then fascist regime in Lisbon 
would never have reached the lamentable proportions that resulted in the situation 
so well known to us all, without the direct support, in all areas} of the United 
States and its West European henchmen. Washington well knows that, during the 
period when Portugal ruled the people, it always avoided giving the popuiar 
Masses access to an education. The People's Republic of Angola has suffered from 
the effects of this inhumane colonial policy in the process of national recon- 
struction, Meanwhile, given the circumstances of the imperialist war in which 

the country achieved national independence, it was imperative to defend the 
territory attacked by the troops of regular foreign armies and mercenaries backed 
by the U.S. Government, to safeguard the conquests of the people. To this end, the 
sovereign government of the RPA asked for military support in men and materiel 
from its natural allies, Cuba and the Soviet Union. The internationalist Cuban 
forces fought side by side with those of the young Angolan army, which lacked and 
still lacks the training and organization to adapt to the demands of modern 
military technology for the effective defense of the country. 


The embarrassing defeat suffered by the imperialists in Angola--the expulsion of 
foreign regular troops, the capture of the mercenaries and their subsequent trial 
in an international tribunal--and the consolidation of the foundations on which to 
build a better life for the Angolan workers led the United States to launch 
systematic action (through its policeman in Africa, the racist Pretoria government) 
to destablize the Angolan revolution and the process of national reconstruction. 
This has prevented the A golan and Cuban governments from programming the gradual 
withdrawal of the Cuban military contingent. Incidentally, this process was 
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initiated in 1976 and would have been completed by now if it were not for the 
continuing threat to the independent state of Angola from the imperialist forces. 
Moreover, the false and Machiavellian propaganda of the United States, making 
Namibia's indepencence conditional on the presence of internationalist Cuban 

troops in Angola, is obviously simply a delaying tactic to block our brother 
country's access to national sovereignty as provided in UN Security Council Resolu- 
tion 435/78. 


It is, in effect, a question of an imperialist rationalization which reveals, at 
the same time, the belligerent intent of the Americans, since it is internationally 
known that the Cuban internationalist forces have been in Angola since 1975 and 
South Africa has illegally occupied Namibian territory since long before that date, 
even after the United Nations withdrew its mandate, entrusted by the League of 
Nations, to administer what was then Southwest Africa. It is also known to all 
mankind that in November 1960, Ethiopia and Liberia, former African members of the 
League of Nations, brought a complaint to the International Court of Justice, 
accusing South Africa of failing its obligation, turning Namibia and its people 
into a colony. They demanded South Africa's unconditional withdrawal beyond 
Namibia's borders. Hence, it is purely within the absurd logic of the imperialists 
to relate the internationalist Cuban presence in the People's Republic of Angola 

to the Namibian question. 


The American position and that of its Western partners on Namibian independence 

is no more than flagrant interference in the internal affairs of the RPA, bearing 
in mind that the arrival and subsequent continued presence of the Cuban troops in 
Angola are pursuant to a legitimate juridical agreement between two sovereign 
states under the terms of Article 51 of the Charter of the United Nations, of 

which the Peonle's Republic of Angola and the Republic of Cuba are respectful and 
respected members, with full rights. The Cuban military presence in Angola can- 
not be subject to negotiation. The decision to end it rests solely with Angola 

and Cuba, and then only when there is an end to the constant threat to the security 
of the People's Republic of Angola by the forces of imperialism.

SOCIALIST COMPETITION CAMPAIGN STATISTICS SHOW DECLINE 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 9 Feb 82 p 9 


[Text] The production rate for the Socialist Emulation Campaign last year was 
80.16 percent, a 0.66-percent decline from 1980, it was ascertained in the recent 
national meeting, held in this city, to evaluate this campaign 


During last year's Socialist Emulation Campaign, certificates were awarded to 
31,021 distinguished workers, 1,114 of whom were outstanding; 678 of the out- 
standing workers belonged to the "Comrade President Agostinho Neto" column. Thus, 
the number of distinguished workers increased by 24.5 percent, while the number 
of outstanding workers declined by 29.8 percent from 1980. 


Some 483 companies and work centers participated in this campaign; 79 of them were 
presented with the Red Banner of Socialist Emulation. On the other hand, 44 
participating companies and work centers dropped out in the course of the campaign. 
This year there were 109 more companies and work centers participating in the 
campaign than in the previous year. 


There were 10,980 production assemblies, 47.3 percent of the number established in 
the plan; 779,255 workers took part. 


With the pilot acts creating 20 permanent production assemblies in 12 provinces, 
there was greater worker participation in the economic management of some companies. 


Austerity Campaign Launched in Companies 


There were also 3,199 voluntary work days, in which 320,583 workers took part, 
organized in 7,734 brigades. They performed 1,167,711 hours of volunteer labor. 


In its accounting of socialist emulation in 1981, the meeting noted that the lack 
of raw materials, equipment and parts was behind the failure to meet the production 
plans established for this campaign. Also noted, as contributing factors, were 

the temporary shutdowns of companies and the poor supply of food in the workers' 
cafeterias. 


The conferees also criticized the poor implementation of the program to bring the 


union leadership close to the rank and file. At the union level and that of the 
general and provincial secretariats, it was reported that the rate of absenteeism

was 4.51 percent. Luanda, Kwanza-Norte, Kwanza-Sul and Kuando-Kubango provinces 
recorded the highest rate of absenteeism during the 1981 Emulation Campaign.

[Text] Recently, the Luanda schools have been given "much food for thought," to use 
a slang expression, due to the behavior of certain youths who are attending those 
schools or are converting them into "runways" or strolling places. 


Much criticism has already been directed at our female students, the way they dress, 
their behavior in the classroom, their trading the most beautiful thing nature has 
given them (their body) for a couple of "Cchupas" [marihuana cigarettes] or "lois" 
[pills], etc. Now meanwhile, and without wanting to refer to records and reports on 
file here, we want to give equal time to another question which, in qr opinion, 
merits a little attention. 


In order not to let "the fish escape from the fishbowl," I immediately get on my 
motorcycle and set out to observe in the vicinity of the schools...first, the Augusto 
N'Gangula, a veriteble parking lot of cars and motorcycles which, at times, almost 
exceed the number of students in that school. And here, I believe that no one will 
reproach me for the exaggeratian! 


After the beginning of a "fun time" there are confidence games, misguidance and con- 
stant absenteeism fram the Mutuya Kevela classes and fram those of many other schools. 
And the final outcome: poor class results, well-deserved flunking and...another 
problem, an enigma for the parents who do everything possible to see that the students 
want for nothing. For the country, another future prospect at times irremediably 
lost! 


In fact, when the class period is over, one frequently sees many red lists displayed 
at the schools, causing veritable "conniptions” on the part of highly made up and 
exquisitely dressed students, for the marks received are obviously negative. And 
some even question the possibility that, in a class of 45 students, only 7 or fewer 
pass. Absurd? No! It is a palpable, raw and incontrovertible fact! 


All of this happens when a few of today's students, without the least notion of 


responsibility, believe that life is lived in 1 day and behave in such a manner that 
their senses are completely directed toward pleasure, "curticao." They go from 
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there, show disrespect to the teachers, deceive their parents into thinking they are 
studying, whereas they only get as far as the door of the school like birds of prey 
seeking food which, this time, is other pupils persuaded by their false "falancias" 
[coaxings]. The result we all know too well. They remain 2 or 3 years in the same 
Class to the detriment of those who really want to study and cannot do so because 
the schools are overcrowded with these fictitious students of both sexes. 


There are also other absurd things which, at times, cause the "mildest mannered" 
citizens to be revolted. This is the case with motorcycles said to have an "open 
exhaust system" and which serve only to disturb the silence of those who, for more 
conscientious reasons, remain in school honestly studying. The so-called "skilled 
operators" of these strident objects also loiter about the schools, holding devious 
rallies with the aim of recruiting young girls for their harems. 


And, at times, after much "Sacrifice," their lip curls in a triumphant and Machia- 
vellian smile. A victorious, "Tarzan-like" yell is uttered with a farewell to the 
companion's classes. There is educational material which should have been absorbed 
and...one more sheep lost which will only swell the flock of yood-for-nothings. 


In short, whoever is interested enough to spend 1 or more days in the classroams of 
Iuanda's second and third-level schools will, unfortunately, be able to observe the 
weak use made of those classroams by the student body, which consists of attending 
class when desired, school attendance by a certain class for whatever time or for 
how many years that class wishes, and all this accompanied by the disagreeable 
appearance of adolescents with "high-legged" boots and motorcycles disturbing the 
wholesome environment of the classrooms. And up to now, little or nother is being 
done to interfere with the entry of these "petty evildoers” who are distorting the 
objective of those who, after being educated in a free country, expect to give their 
fair share to national reconstruction. 


Our youth must understand their true role as the future rulers of gir nation, aban- 
doning all vices and anarchical forms of behavior, inherited or imported, which are 
of no benefit to them. 


To all right-thinking people, the following appeal is being made by a student who is 
fed up with the situation: that, as soon as possible, drastic and corrective measures 
be taken so that those who are not students in any particular school may not enter 
without prior identification or authorization by the controlling official at the 

door. I also ask that security measures be taken, such as the construction of 

walls or risers araind the schools, to make it difficult for cars or other motorized 
vehicles to enter the school area so that the "embryo" (meaning student) may grow up 
in fertile ground.

Entrusted with this gigantic task, 
RRC was in difficulties to move ahead 
as fast as envisaged: Manpower was 
minimal, finances were limited and 
facilities meagre. The lack of roads 
and transport vehicles made impos- 
sible for relief supplies to reach the 
‘most affected persons locked in the 
inaccessible interiors of the regions. 
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At the beginning aid to the RRC 
came from external sources, The so- 
liciting of assistance from within the 
country was one of RRC’s priority 


. undertakings. Within a short time the 


local cash contribution of three per- 
cent jumped to 48%. Foreign aid at 
the time stood at US $94 million 
with 60,100 tonnes of food aid. This, 
however, was below what was requir. 
ed and requested at the time. _ 


The effect of the drought was 
not only limited to Wollo, Tigrai and 
northern Shoa. It was felt in Harar-

The future of the new regime in Ghana no longer 
appears in immediate jeopardy. But the longer-term 
odds against Fit. Lt. Jerry Rawlings are not yet in his 
favour. Although his popularity is widespread and 
spontaneous, it is probably less today than it was in 
1979, when former head of state Gen. Ignatius 


Acheampong was the butt of widespread public con- 
demnation. 

Public opinion in Ghana probably agreed that 
following the break-up of the opposition merger in 


October, the chances of an unconstitu- 


tional successor to President Hilla Limann 


were high. A second Rawlings regime was 


therefore not unexpected, The question 
now is whether Rawlings and his Provi- 
sional National Defence Council (PNDC) 


can assauge the combination of left-wing 


students, trade unions, the professional middle class 
and the army. An overriding problem for Rawlings is 
likely to be the expectations of students and low-paid 
workers. Many of them believe that within three 
months Rawlings will have greatly improved their 
living conditions. That will be impossible, short of a 
massive infusion of instant credit which is nowhere to 
be seen. Worse, the PNDC will have to take a 
number of tough economic decisions, including a 
sizeable devaluation of the cedis. That will demand 
the rapid appointment of a credible economics team. 
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Conceivably, since there are no trained economists 
in the inner circle, Rawlings might defer to the 
economics experts if their expertise, for which he has 
a simultaneous resepct and distrust, could be shown 
to benefit the average Ghanaian. Rawlings’ right- 
hand man, Brig. Joseph Nunoo-Mensah, said 
recently that if devaluation becomes necessary, the 
military council has the political will to see it 
through. 


The delay in making an early start on economic 
problems is probably due largely to an intense dis- 


agreement between Rawlings and his hardest core of 
supporters: students and the radical left-wing. The 
argument is over what is practically possible in 
Ghana’s circumstances, not over broad ideology. 


Disorder within the left-wing, which is cliquish and 
unaccustomed to wielding power, will be a hindrance 
to Rawlings, who is relying on students to form 
**revolutionary task forces’’ to move locked up cocoa 
and foodstuffs from the interior, cart rubbish and 
repair roads. The first task force, meant to comprise 
450 students, was oversubscribed by 100% and 
managed to move 70,000 bags of cocoa the 50 miles 
to port in 10 days. Enthusiasm for the next exercise is 
unlikely to be so fervent. Lack of food and housing 
forced many students to return early from the first 
exercise. Persuasion from the military might be 
considered if the students flag. Libyan-provided 
rations, including cheese, olives and corned beef, 
have been distributed on a number of occasions to 
the students. 





To the average Ghanaian, the amount of cocoa 
moved to port is as irrelevant as who sits in the 
finance minister’s chair. The call is for immediate 
food price reductions, which to some extent have 
been delivered. Prices of local foodstuffs have 
droped by up to 50%, although as in the case of the 
local maize dough, only to rise again a few days later. 
Imported essentials such as tinned milk have 
disappeared completely from Accra, while other 
imported items such as rice and cooking oil can now 
be found on state department store shelves which 
have been empty for years. 

So far the average Ghanaian is thus well-disposed 
to the regime. The establishment of ‘‘peoples defence 
committees’’ are designed (according to Rawlings) to 
ensure accountability at grass-roots level. Not unex- 
pectedly, the committees on a number of occasions 
have created confusion by locking out top manage- 
ment, despite warnings by the PNDC to maintain 
discipline and follow grievance procedures. 

Speculation about the alleged coup plot centred on 
Lagos, where a number of prominent Ghanaians are 
now in exile. These include Kofi Batsa, the former 
chairman of the PNP publicity committee, and Col 
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Annor Odijija, former director of military intelli- 
gence. A few weeks ago, they were joined by Maj. 
Boakye-Djan, the No 2 in the Armed Forces Revolu- 
tionary Council (AFRC) in 1979. 

So far violence has been at a low level, in contrast 
to events immediately after the 1979 coup. Surpris- 
ingly few civilians have been harrassed, and even the 
Lebanese community has been left largely undisturb- 
ed. Rawlings has guaranteed the safety of detainees 
from the Limann government. Most of the incidents 
of the last few weeks, such as the burning of the 
Makola market-place in Accra and the killing of 
three soldiers and five civilians in the coastal city of 
Takoradi, can be seen as isolated events. 

Despite the relative calm in Ghana, relations 
between the new regime and its neighbours are still 
difficult. Nunoo-Mensah’s mission to Lagos to 
persuade the Nigerian government of the PNDC’s 
good intentions met with a lukewarm response. 
Nunoo-Mensah was only given an audience by the 
deputy foreign minister. Although Nigeria has not 
yet recognised the regime, the PNDC is optimistic 
that friendly relations will soon be reinstated with 
Upper Volta and Togoe

MINERS RAP FOREIGN LICENSING=--Local miners have appealed for more protection 
from the Government so that they can stay in business, The appeal was made 
earlier in the week by the chairman of the Kenya African Miners Association, Mr 
John Gitonga Kihara, Mr Gitonga told a Press conference in Thika as a result 

of that African miners faced uncertainly the licensing of foreign miners. He 
was specifically referring to an allegedly newly licenced foreign mining company 
known as Trinket D'Or Limited. He called on the Government to cancel the 
licence of that company immediately. Mr Gitonga claimed the comnany licenced to 
prospect mines in Tsavo area under a special licence signed by the Commissioner 
of Geology and Mines, Mr. Collins Ochieng Owayo. He said a new company to 
prospect for minerals in the Tsavo area was not needed since African miners have 
been doing so in the past 10 years, African miners have successfully prospected 
minerals in 49 square kilometre area in Tsavo, he said. Mr Gitonga said the 
licencing of the company was a complete sellout and amounted to exploitation 

of African miners, Mr Owayo has refuted the allegations that he had authorised 
a new company to operate in an area where Africans were already prospecting.

[RPM] and India are very good, and there are projects for increased cooperation 
that will, in the future, even further strengthen the unity which we desire 
between our two countries," Gurdip Bedi, Indian ambassador in Maputo, declared 
to NOTICIAS. 


"We want to cooperate with Africa. Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has already 
traveled to several African countries and there is a possibility that she will 
come to Mozambique, although no date has been set," said the Indian diplomat. 


Accords With Mozambique 


We asked Ambassador Bedi to tell us about existing cooperation with the RPM. 

It has in fact been growing, especially after 1976, when a scientific, technical 
and economic cooperation accord was signed, which was implemented with the 
arrival of several Indian technicians in our country. 


There are currently about 50 Indian technicians serving with the CFM (Mozambique 
Railways). Their principal function is technical assistance and they are scat- 
tered over various parts of the country, specifically Maputo, Beira and Lichinga. 


The Ministry of Public Works and Highways is also benefiting from the coopera- 
tion of Indian technicians and engineers specializing in highway maintenance, 
machinery and construction, according to the ambassador. 


In the tea industry, Indian specialists are applying their technology to the 
entire production process; India is one of the world's major tea producers. 


We have Indian technicians specializing in several branches of medicine, serving 
primarily in zones in the interior. 








An agreement for commercial credit of about $15 million was signed in India in 
1981, during a visit by Prakash Ratical, ministei-governor of the Bank of 


Mozambique. According to the agreement, the RPM may use this credit to acquire 
what it needs in India. 


"India is interested in trade with the RPM, and we can import cashew nuts, 


cement, coal, sisal and mineral products from your country," the ambassador 
added.

WHITE COLLAR ABSENTEEISM FROM FEIGNED ILLNESS

[Text] I was chatting with a friend the other day, and he told me he had a 
neighbor who is a hypochondriac. Of perfectly sound mind and apparently healthy, 
this neighbor spends his life taking tonics, pills, tablets and other ingredients 
touted on their packaging as the cure for one or another ailment that he claims 
to suffer from. 


My friend assured me that this man has an iron constitution. In the privacy of 
his own home he doesn't even complain of any illness, but as soon as he leaves 
home he moans and groans and tells half the world about his constant ill health. 
The funniest part is that his ailments change from one day to the next, leading 
one to believe he has forgotten what ailment he announced the night before. 


His story reminded me of the type of sickness that we sce daily in one or another 
service; these are not exactly the ailments that suddenly attack a person, so 
that immediate arrangements are made to take him to the emergency room, but 
rather the kind of ailment that can be called "official," that is, it can be 
entered on the work register. 


No one has seven lives, and our story of neuralgia today and flu tomorrow could 
apply to anyone, but if we were to take a survey of the registers of government 
services, companies and other agencies or even here at the newspaper, we would 
be astonished at the large number of patients "admitted" there, and--a curious 
thing--we would find that generally it is always the same individuals who enjoy 
the luxury of systematically “falling ill." 


Another curious thing: this kind of endemic affects a particular group, almost 
as a rule. It is not the workers who suffer from it--contrary to logic, since 
the worker generally exerts more effort. Rather, it is a certain class of 
employees in government offices and related agencies (where the work will 
always be there to do because government work is never-ending), from telephone 
operators to secretaries, cashiers, office boys, etc. 
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There is a good cover and a fertile field for the development of ailments of 
this kind; a person has only to say he is "sick," and no one except the doctor 
at the hospital can ascertain whether it is true. 


May the doctors forgive me, but in some cases not even a physician can refute 
it when someone comes to him and says he has a pain here, a cramp there. 


I knew a man who bragged that he took advantage of this limitation of science 
to fool everyone. 


He said that all of us  .arry the malaria virus in our bodies, in a latent state. 
So any time he was tirea of working he stayed at home, and in the evening he 

went to the emergency room complaining of malaria. They would do a blood test 

and it would always come back "positive." They gave him "rezoquina" and aspirin-- 
which he would keep at home--and gave him a slip which he would present at the 
office. Who could doubt his word?

POLICE NO LONGER ARMED WITH CLUBS: CAUSE OF PRIDE

[Excerpts] "They say people don't respect the police because they don't use 
billy clubs any more," one of the NOTICIAS drivers remarked the other day as 
he was giving me a ride. 


On the other side of the street, on the sidewalk, was the reason for the comment. 


A crowd of pedestrians was trying to attack two sneak thieves who had been 
caught red-handed and arrested by two uniformed officers of the PPM [Mozambican 
People's Police], who were attempting to take them to the nearest station. 


I have already traveled on assignment to enough countries to be able to say with 
some assurance that I have rarely or almost never seen something that is an 
everyday sight here: a policeman without a club. 


In Lagos, Nigeria, the emblem of one of the city's police units is in fact a 
white billy club--with two flaming red wings. 


Hence I see this "difference" as one of the many reasons for pride in being a 
native of this country and taking part in this revolution. 


In Mozambique, taking away the policeman's club was an (apparently) small measure 
which reflected an enormous political respect for the people--and reflected the 
correct perception of the repressive nature of that instrument. 


Based also on my own experience, I can say that, in all the years I lived under 
colonial rule in Mozambique, I never saw a white man taking the blows of the 
"“chanfalo" ["the old rusty sword"], as it was called by the sadly notorious 
gray-uniformed police "imported" from Portugal near the end of the colonial 
era. 


An instrument of class oppression, the billy club was applied (liberally, it 
may be said in passing), along with the "chanfalo," in the most blatant and 
shameless display of racial discrimination. 


To consolidate the political unity between the people and the police whose duty 
it is to defend and protect the people is to reinforce the meaning of this 
revolutionary measure that enables us to say with pride that we live in a country 
where the police do not use billy clubs.

AIR TRANSPORT COMPANY ACTIVITIES IN 1981 REVIEWED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 6 Feb 82 p 3

[Text] TTA (Air Transport and Operations Company) carried about 30,000 passengers 
in 1981, serving 30 locations in the north and south of the country, TTA director 
Fernando Natividade told NOTICIAS. "This year we plan to double our transport 
figures," he added. To this end, the firm expects to acquire four turboprop 
planes this year to expand its transport capacity. 


According to Commander Natividade, although the company surpassed the quotas set 
for last year by about 10,000 passengers, this is not good enough, both in terms 
of the tasks defined for the firm in the transport area and in view of the fact 
that, with more planes, it could have carried more passengers. 


"For this reason, TTA hopes to acquire four Islander jets this year. This would 
expand the company's air transport capacity to meet the country's needs in this 
area," he added. 


Also among the acquisitions planned for this year, an eight-passenger jet plane, 
acquired from British Aerospace, is expected to arrive in July. 


"This plane, capable of intercontinental flight, is a working plane which can not 
only provide rapid transportation for high officials of our country but can also 
insure a faster means of communication between the member countries of the SADCC 
[Southern African Development Coordination Conference]," the TTA director pointed 
out. 


The purchase contract for this plane, which costs over 3 million pounds sterling 
(about 200 million meticals), includes spare parts to maintain the plane for 2 
years. 


"To guarantee this maintenance, in terms of personnel, a group of four mechanics 
and two pilots will leave soon for England to attend a training course," the 
director reported. 


Activities in 1981, Prospects for 1982 


Last year TTA rehabilitated 37 planes, going from 8 operating planes to 45. 
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"This was the result of great efforts undertaken by the company, from hiring 
foreign technicians to an inventory of existing spare parts, organization of 
maintenance and planning, improvement in labor relations in the company, and the 
efforts of all the workers," Nativadade said. 


TTA conducted various activities in support to agriculture last year. It partic- 
pated successfully in a campaign against the tse-tse fly in Botswana, where it 
fumigated a 2,600 hectare area with satisfactory results, winning praise from 
authorities connected with the campaign and a guarantee of another contract this 
year. 


TTA also took part in the campaign against sparrows in Chokwe and Tanzania. In 
the first case, it meant a savings of about 10,000 contos in foreign exchange. 
The successful operation against sparrows, both in Chokwe and Tanzania, led the 
FAO, the UN agency for agriculture, to invite TTA to compete with other countries 
for a contract to combat sparrows in Kenya, Sudan, Somalia, Niger and other 
countries. 


"To meet this large responsibility, we are thinking of acquiring 4 more planes for 
aerial agricultural operation,, expanding the fleet to 24 planes," said Commander 
Natividade. 


According to the commander, some sectors of the company are still disorganized, 
basically because of the anarchicial situation that existed in the defunct enter- 
prises from which TTA was formed. 


Other problems the company was faced with last year included the limited number 
of employees--270 for’65 planes--and the lack of a solid political structure. 


Regarding TTA's future goals, Natividade said that his company would like to 
relieve the country soon of the foreign exchange burden it represents; that is, 
it hopes to generate foreign exchange to compensate for the reserves that have 
been spent on the company.

IMPORTED WINE SPOILING--Some 50,000 liters of wine imported from France in July 

of last year are being held in the wine cellars of SOVIM, in Beira, for lack of 
bottles, DIARIO DE NOTICIAS reported yesterday. The wine is in danger of spoiling 
if the situation persists, because the product should be consumed within a period 
estimated at 6 months, and time is running out. According to DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE, 
the wine is part of a total of 750,000 liters imported from France last year. 
There is a possibility of adding certain chemicals to keep the wine from changing. 
An aggravating factor is that another shipment of this product is expected in 
April; unless the existing wine is consumed, making room in the wine cellars, 
there will be no place to store it. The plant manager says there have been 
several bottle collection drives, through the newspapers and even through direct 
contacts with the company's major clients, but the efforts have been fruitless. 
This is not the first time the lack of bottles has affected the normal operation 
of the plant. Last year the problem was severely felt; it was necessary to send 
to Maputo for some bottles, the whereabouts of which are unknown. On the other 
hand, it is known that the plant filled about 1,000 bottles with wine for the 

New Year celebrations. To date the bottles have not been returned, which has

Differences of inte- 
pretation arose over an 
NNF memorandum 
submitted to the South 
African (.overnment on 
the Republic’s role in 
negotiations on the fu- 
ture of South West 
Africa.

She said the South 
African team had con- 
strued the NNF'’s state- 
ment as meaning that 
the NNF would not 
want to consult with 
South Africa again. 

In a clarifying an- 
nexure to the original 
document, submitted 
after the meeting with 


Mr Botha, the NNF 


said: “This memoran- 
dum, which was pre- 
sented to the SA del- 
egation, provoked a 
serious and unfortu- 
nate disagreement” on 
the paragraph dealing 
with South Africa’s 
right to speak on behalf 
of the NNF. 

“The SA delegation 
interpreted this to 
mean that we do not 
wish to have any con- 
tact with SA in future, 
that we see no value in 
these consultations and 
that there is no point in 
further meetings of 
this nature.” 


SA role 
The NNF said _ its 
position was: 
@ "We recognise SA as 
the colonial power with 
de facto control of this 
country. 
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@ “We consider that 
SA plays an integral 
role in the negotiating 
process and that con- 
tact with SA is both es- 
sential and necessary. 

@ “We wish to continue 
consultations with 
South Africa but we 
shall also transmit our 
views on the several as- 
pects of the negotiating 
process directly to the 
Western contact group. 


@ “We shall repeat a 
request made earlier to 
the Western powers tc 
open an office in Wind- 


hoek to facilitate inde- 


pendence negotiations 
and in order to make it 
possible for us to deal 
with them directly.” 


Confusion 

The NNF said there 
was considerable confu- 
sion about the stage 
reached in negotiations 
with the Western con- 
tact group on the coun- 
try’s independence, par- 
tiularly in view of a 
statement by Mr Botha 
that South Africa was 
readying itself to enter 
Phase Two of the 
West’s three-stage 
initiative. 

















“This statement has 
caused considerable 
confusion as we have 
not been convinced that 
Phase One has been 
satisfactorily con- 
cluded.” 

In previous’ dis- 
cussions with Western 
diplomats, the NNF had 
been informed = that 
matters agreed in 
Phase One would not be 
renegotiable in Phase 
Two. 

“In view of the un- 
certainty surrounding 
our exact position in re- 
lation to the phases of 
these negotiations, we 
seek further clarity on 
these matters.” 


Phases 

The publicity and in- 
formation secretary of 
the SWA § National 
Union, Mrs’ Norah 
Chase, said the South 
African Cabinet rep- 
resentatives had made 
it clear to the NNF 
that, as far as South 
Africa was concerned, 
the first phase had been 
finished. 

“This is giving us a 
bit of difficulty, be- 
cause if there is a num- 
ber of parties involved 
in a negotiating pro 
cess, it is rather strange 
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that the one party says 
‘as far as we are con- 
cerned the process is 
finished’, when the 
other parties have not 
said so,” she said. 


“We should imagine 
that Phase One of the 
negotiating process is 
finished when all par- 
ties concerned say it is 
finished.” 

The NNF raised con- 
troversial Notification 
and Prohibition of 
Meetings Act that came 
into effect at the begin- 
ning of this year. 


The legislation “se- 


riously limits the activi- 
ties of other parties and 
gives the Democratic 
Turnhalle alliance a.

“On one day, we are 
engaged in serious ne- 
gotiations with South 
Africa, or its represen- 
tatives, on the follow- 
ing day we are sub- 
jected to harassment by 
the police and munici- 
pal officials.”’ 

The NNF demanded 
the repeal of the Act. 

The organisation 
also said it would retain 
the right to selects its 
friends and allies. 
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Resented 

“We resent attempts 
to involve us in a mas- 
sive (election) alliance 
against Swapo,” the 
NNF said. 

“While we have dis- 
agreement with this or- 


ganisation (Swapo), we 


do not regard it as our 
enemy,” the NNF docu- 
ment stated. 

The first group that

The Vice-President of 
the DTA, Dr Ben Afri- 
ca, said after meeting 
the Prime Minister the 
talks had covered “in- 
ternational and local 
affairs”’.

ALL ACTIVITY at 
the Berg Aukas zinc 
mine near Grootfontein 
will shut down at the end 
of this month, a 
spokesman for Gold- 
fields SA in Johan- 
nesburg confirmed this 
morning. 

This is the second 
Goldfields-owned mine in 
SWA to shut down in the 
past few years, following 
the closure of the 
Brandberg West mine a 
couple of years ago. 

Contrary to current 
news reports in Windhoek, 
Berg Aukas is not a copper 
mine, and is not shutting 
down, as mining ceased 
there in 1978 according to 
the Goldfields spokesman 
and in the next year in 
terms of official mining 
reports in the Mining 
Inspectorate’s office at 
Windhoek. 
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Since then the ac- 
cumulated ore stockpile at 
Berg Aukas has been 
treated in the Vaelz Kiln 
installed some time ago. 

The kiln is an installa- 
tion of Kiln Products, the 
holding company of SWA 
Company which in turn 
falls within the Goldfields 
Group. 

The stockpile has now 
been depleted and in- 
vestigations into the 
feasibility of re-opening the 
mine have shown that “at 
current zinc prices, it is not 
worth our while,” the 
spokesman said. 


He added that the kiln 
itself had has been running 
at a considerable loss dur- 
ing the past year. 

An independent source 
has indicated that the loss 
totalled close to Rim. 


Stockpiled ore at Berg 
Aukas was concentrated 
into zinc pellets which was 
railed to Vogelstruibult in 
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the Transvaal where the 
processed contentrate was 
further refined in Kiln 
Products’ smelter. 
By-products from the 
Berg Aukas stockpile were 
vanadium and lead. 


At Goldfields’ tin mine 
at Brandberg West, tin tan- 
talite and wolframite were 
mined. 

The Goldfields 
spokesman said the com- 
pany is maintaining its 
Windhoek office and its ex- 
ploration programme in 
the Territory. 

The kiln at Berg Aukas 
wovld provisionally be 
placed on a_ care-and- 
maintenance schedule but 
the integtion is to shut the 
plant down completely. 

A small White manage- 
ment and supervisory staff 
and 200 Black workers 
were employed at Berg 
Aukas in the past. 

The closure of the kiln at 
Berg Aukas will have a 
marked effect on local 
business at Grootfontein.

been achieved. 


The NPs 1980 mandate

Owambos 
pong contest the dis- 
tribution of the 
country’s wealth. They 
believe that they are full- 
blooded Namibians and 
have the right to draw 
on all the country’s 
resources (or rather they 
would be reluctant to 
renounce that right). 
Besides, they would con- 
test that they should get 
only Owambo, probably 
protesting that they have 
been historically 
restricted to Owambo 
through oppression; 
@ And where do 
Kaokoland, Kavango 
and Caprivi fall into the 
overall plan? 


@ The animosity that | 


the aforementioned will 
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cause will intensify the 
war in the north, not 
resolve it. The Soviets 
and others would exploit 
the issue, claiming that 
the Owambos are being 
robbed of their land and 
heritage; 

@ Many Blacks and 
Browns in SWA (and 
not least the Owambos) 


would probably equate 
Mr Pretorius’ plan with 
setting up Bantu 
homelands, reeking of 
apartheid, and there is 
little doubt that they 
would refuse to give it a 
chance. Besides, they 
would be put off by the 
plan conforming to the 
recommendations of the 
infamous Odendaai 
Plan; 

@ The present SA 
Government is trying 
desperately to get the 
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SWA issue off its back; 
it is unlikely that Mr PW 
Botha would want to in- 
tensify his problems. 
Besides, SA is trying to 
avoid economic sanc- 
tions; it doesn’t want to 
walk straight into them; 
@ Mr Pretorius’ plan 
would involve the 
redefining of borders 
and if this is to be 
achieved amicably in the 
best circumstances, it 
would i in itself be a ma- 
jor problem.

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NIGER 


NATION CONFRONTED BY SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES, REMAINS CALM 
Paris LE MONDE in French 13 Jan 82 p 6

[Excerpts] Niamey. The capital of Niger, which 20 years after independence was 
still a small, dusty, sleepy, colonial-style town, looks like a huge construction 
site today. Across from Kennedy Bridge, which spans the river and over which 
heavily laden dromedaries travel in the morning and at night, standing out 

against the background to the delight of amateur photographers--a modern conference 
building is being hastily built to house the annual International Islamic 
Conference in April. 


A little farther along, construction is proceeding on the new building of Onarem, 
the National Office of Mineral Resources, one of the symbols here of the 
European-Arab-African cooperation of which Valery Giscard d‘Estaing dreamed. 

The first would contribute their knowhow (meanwhile rounding up orders for work 
and supplies), the second their petrodollars (bringing the word of the Prophet), 
the third their national resources (mineral wealth and construction opportunities). 


Wherever you look--in town, where building is in progress on at least a dozen more 
public buildings and many streets are closed to traffic for resurfacing; at the 
airport, a few kilometers away, where construction work should be completed in a 
few months, not far from the futuristic buildings of the young Solar Energy 
Institute--the impression is the same: Niger is growing fast. 


Uranium Prices Collapse 


Unfortunately, appearances are deceptive. Niger, which a short while ago seemed 
well on its way to a rapid and promising take-off, after a period of stagnation 
which had lasted into the mid-70's, is once again faced with major difficulties, 
as its leaders admit. "We have lost our momenturm," Col Seyni Kountche, the chief 
of state, told us bitterly. 


When President Kountche came to power in April 1974 he inherited a country with a 
partially ruined rural economy which no longer produced enough grain to feed its 
people and produced hardly any peanuts, which had been the country's main export 
in the past. The new regime's hopes were based mainly on a promising beginning 
in the exploitation of the country’s very rich uranium deposits. 
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Production of uranium (exported in the form of concentrated sodium uranate) 
quadrupled between 1974 and 1979, going from about 1,000 to almost 4,000 tons; at 
the same time the price of a kilogram of the metal rose from 5,000 to 25,000 
current CFA francs.* At the time uranium accounted for 80 percent of the value 
of the country's exports and almost 50 percent of its receipts (26 billion CFA 
francs out of a total of 60 billion in 1979, as opposed to 0.16 out of 15 in 
1974). 


Niger expected to bring its budget receipts to about 200 billion CFA francs by 
1982, 80 billion of which would come directly from mining operations and the rest 
from the general expansion of the economy engendered by the development of mining 
operations. 


With these expectations it embarked on a bold program of borrowing and public 
works, such as the Tahoua-Arlit road, called the "uranium" road, or the 
construction of public or prestige buildings like those now being completed in 
Niamey. 


The awakening was all the more brutal. Suddenly supply exceeded demand on the 
world uranium market. In 1980, thanks to previous agreements, the price of Niger's 
uranium was, with difficulty, maintained at the 1977 level. But in 1981 it 
collapsed, dropping to 20,000 CFA francs per kilogram, depriving the state of 
considerable revenue. 


In 1982, despite an anticipated return of the price of uranium to its nominal 
1979-80 level, only 7 percent--about 6.7 billion CFA francs--of the country's 
receipts are expected to come from uranium. About 26 billion CFA francs in foreign 
subsidies--approximately equivalent to the entire budget for capital investment and 
expected to come mainly from Saudi Arabia (19 billion)--will be needed to cover 

the 93 billion in estimated expenditure. Some 16.6 billion will be needed for 
debt servicing alone. Obviously the country is a long way from its hopes for 

1982. Meanwhile the prices of consumer goods are rising continually both because 
of worldwide inflation and because of a shortfall in the country's production of 
grain, amounting to about 10 percent of its needs (about 120,000 tons), a shortfall 
which is tending to become structural despite all the efforts made thus far. 


In the political arena, the radio and the national daily newspaper LE SAHEL 
regularly appeal to the people to be vigilant and, without naming them 

explicitly, to denounce "persons who fish in troubled waters" and "rumermongers." 
On 17 December the chief of state vigorously attacked "certain backward citizens 
of Niger, inveterate opportunists, nostalgic for an age that is past" and "certain 
renegades who are determined to divide our people along ethnic or regional lines." 
According to all observers, the first charge was meant for certain partisans of 
the old Diori regime, which was overthrown in 1974, and the second for certain 
nomad groups who have been affected by Tripoli's pan-Saharan propaganda.

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The Libyan Campaigns 


For over a year Tripoli radio has, based on speeches made by Colonel Qadhdhafi 
himself, broadcast violent daily denunciations, in Tuareg and Toubou, of the 
extortion of which Niger's nomad peoples are allegedly victims, inciting them to 
rebel or take refuge in Libya, where thousands of citizens of Niger are going 
anyway in search of work. 


These attacks have already led to the breaking off of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries despite the fact that last year Libya, perhaps to gain a means 
of putting pressure on Niger, was, after France, the largest purchaser of uranium 
from Niger, at a price much higher than that paid by Paris.* 


Furthermore, on 12 August 1981 President Kountche's chief cabinet officer, Minister 
of Defense Mohamad Ag Ahmadou, of Tuareg origin, a man in whom Colonel Kountche had 
great confidence, defected, fleeing to Tripoli with 11 other people, including 

an officer of the Ministry of Commerce and several policemen.

[Text] Almost every Nigerian talks glibly about the need for the country to 
catch up with the developed world, but paradoxically, very many Nigerians are 
only interested in getting money without actually working for it. One indis= 
putable fact is that no nation develops in the real sense of it if the citizens 
are unproductive, 


All over the country right now, especially the urban areas, corruption has been 
institutionalised., Under public glare, traffic wardens and policemen take 
bribes. Gatemen and receptionists demand gratification before they can allow a 
visitor to see their boss. Some journalists demand "brown envelopes" before they 
can publish stories. Some legislators receive money from people trying to push 
their case throvgh in the state and national Assemblies, in the name of lobbying. 
Some ministers and other top political figures inflate contracts thereby 
defrauding the nation and hindering the pace of development, 


It is clear from these few instances that corruption has permeated all the 
socio-economic fabric of our society. It has become so commonplace that people 
no longer raise eyebrows. 


That is probably why President Shehu Shagari recently added his voice to condenm 
the materialistic tendencies of some Nigerians, especially the elites who feel 
that nothing else matters in life than money, The President noted that these 
people have relegated morality to the background, 


Certainly, this is a very unfortunate occurrence in this country. Painfully 
enough, our social value gives too much prominence to money. No matter how 
virtuous and impressive one's qualities are, most Nigerians do not respect and 
recognise him if he has no money, That is why chieftaincy titles are hardly 
given to poor men who contribute tremendously within the limit of their resources 
to community development. 


Since every person naturally wants some degree of importance and recognition in 
society the urge to get rich is in the increase, This is why people resort to 
vices such as armed robbery, inflation of contracts, fraud and bribery. In fact, 
most of the country's problems can be traced to the craze for wealth. 
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We agree that corruption cannot be eradicated from the society but it can be 
minimised, The most effective way is for our leaders to lead exemplary lives so 
that they can successfully check their corrupt subordinates, If Nigerians can 
learn from the virtues of Prime Minister Shri Lai Bahadur Shastri of India who 
died in 1966 with only one kobo in his bank account, it will be better for the 
morality of this country. 


However, the responsibility to cure the nation of corruption is not that of only 
the leaders, but also that of every Nigerian. It has, therefore, become necessary 
that if we are to see this country through as a great nation, every Nigerian must 
consider the nation first before self. We think that this will be the beginning 
of limiting the corrupt tendencies of the Nigerian public life.

PRESIDENT ADVISES CAUTION IN SETTING UP "COMMON MARKET'

[Text] Kigali, Rwanda, February 8--Rwandan Head of State Major-General Juvenal 
Habyarimana has advised caution in moves to set up a Central African common 
market, 


In an interview with AFP he said closer examination of the project was needed in 
order not to destroy the existing Great Lakes Economic Community (CEPGL)--which 
links Rwanda, Burundi and Zaire--for the sake of a large but still hypothetical 
organisation, 


However, Major-General Habyarimana said Rwanda supported the spirit of the recent 
Libreville Declaration, signed by 11 heads of state and government, which adopted 
in principle the idea of a Central African economic community. 


The first meeting of ministers in Libreville to discuss ways of setting up the 
community had been put off from this month to next, President Habyarimana noted, 


On the other hand, he said, Rwanda had always been interested in the Preferential 
Free Trade Area for East Africa which was established at the Lusaka conference 
last December, Landlocked Rwanda, which in colonial times traditionally looked 
east, had attended the conference as an observer, 


Major-General Habyarimana said he was "fairly optimistic" about the future of the 
CEPGL following the community's summit conference at Gisenyi, Northern Rwanda, 
at the end of last month, 


He noted the adoption by the summit of a joint investment code, but said the CEPGL 
was suffering from a shortage of management staff and a lack of infrastructure, 
as well as the landlocked position of its members, 


Arms Denial 
On the internal Rwandan situation, Major-General Hybyarimana said he was continu- 


ing his policy of democratisation and tribal reconciliation for which he claimed 
the support of most of the population, 














To combat Rwanda's serious population problem--five million people in a country 
of 26,000 square kilometres (10,400 square miles)--the Government was operating 
on two fronts: boosting production by land improvement, and promoting birth 
control, 


Finally, he denied reports that Libyan arms destined for opposition movements in 
Uganda had been seized in Rwanda, The Chief of the Ugandan Armed Forces General 
Staff had come to Rwanda last October and seen for himself that assurances given 
by Kigali to Ugandan President Milton Obote were sincere, he said. (A.F.P.)

Mr Slater said the 
Argus Company first 
took financial interest 
in SAAN more than a 
decade ago because 
there were prospects of 
saving considerable 
costs through joint 
printing. Argus advised 
the Government for- 
mally of its intention to 
do so. 


This was the position 
from 1971 to 1975. The 
joint printing projects 
did not come about in 
that period — ironi- 
cally, partly because of 
the editorial rivalries 
and of the competitive- 
ness of the two news- 
paper groups involved. 


Then in 1975 Mr 
Louis Luyt (who subse- 
quently fronted the se- 
cret State-funding of 
The Citizen) led a take- 
over bid for SAAN.

THE Steyn Commission has won at least 
one victory. 

The mighty Argus Company has an- 
nounced its decision voluntarily to relin-, 
quish its right to vote on all managerial! 
and editorial policy and on most financial: 
matters at South African Associated: 
Newspapers. 

Argus is withdrawing its representation; 
on the board of Saan (it has two direc-' 
tors on that board) and relinquishing its: 
voting rights on its entire shareholdings,, 
except in financial matters directly af- 
fecting the value and distribution of! 
shares. 

Saan is withdrawing its representative 
on the Argus Board. 

Readers of The Citizen have been in no 
doubt about the monopolistic tendencies 
of the Argus-Saan combine, which con- 
trols more than 87 percent of the Eng- 
lish-language Press in South Africa. 

Argus owns close on 40 percent of Saan’s 
shares. Mr Oppenheimer has a control-, 
ling interest in Argus. Therefore, 
through Argus, he has also the effective 
control of Saan. 

The Advowson Trust, which holds 20,5 per- 
cent of Saan’s shares, was also set up 
with money put up by Mr Oppenheimer’s 
Anglo American Corporation. 

The fact that Argus and Saan were linked, 
with cross-holdings and with each com- 
pany represented on the other’s board, 
was an unhealthy situation by any stan- 
dard. 

But that together they controlled all the 
main English-language newspapers with 
the exception of The Citizen and the Na- 
tal Witness (the Natal Mercury still 
claims to be family-owned, though Saan 
has 49 percent of its shares) was not just 
unhealthy, but a severe limitation on the 
very Press freedom that the newspapers 
of both groups professed to champion. 

The Citizen has campaigned for several 
years against the Argus-Saan octopus. 
So has Mr John Wiley, the Nationalist 
MP for Simonstown. 

The battle seemed to be in vain. Argus- 
Saan sat tight, whatever criticism was 
hurled at it. 

But then came the Steyn Commission’s re 
port, which recommended that Argus 
should sell its shareholding in Saan and 
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that holdings in newspaper companies be 
limited, with no one allowed to own more 
than 1 percent of the shares or share 
capital of public publishing companies, 
or 10 percent of private publishing com- 
panies. 

The Argus Company clearly took fright. It 
has decided to have no direct say in. 
Saan’s affairs. 

The chairman of Argus, Mr LEA Slater, 
declared that “We have never controlled 
Saan policy and we never want to do so. 
Now we are making the position absolu- 
tely clear.” 

But the chief objection to the Argus-Saan 
link remains, namely, that Argus con- 
tinues to hold almost 40 percent of Saan, 
which gives it effective control even if it 
does not intend now to exercise that con- 
trol directly by representation oa the 
board. 

Argus should sell its shares in Saan. This 
would end, once and for all, the criticism 
that its holding in Saan places it in a pos- 
ition to control that company, the great 
part of the English-language Press, and 
the viewpoints available to the vast ma- 
jority of English-language newspaper 
readers. 

However, Mr Slater says that the invest- 
ment in Saan remains “because we see no 
reason why we should be forced to sell 
any shares to the financial detriment of 
Argus shareholders.” 

-We don't think that is a good enough 
reason. Argus has gone into printing ina 
big way, the electronic media and subur- 
ban free-sheets. 

It could make a very, very handsome profit 
on its investment in Saan, judging by 
Saan’s latest report, and it could invest 
that money in ways just as profitable. 

We do not think that anyone who believes 
in a free Press will be satisfied until Ar- 
gus-Saan is completely broken by each 
company giving up its shares in the 
other. 

For while they have cross-holdings, they 
will not be seen to be independent of each 
other, nor will they be. 

Nor will effective control of the two Press 
companies change because Argus is no 
longer playing a direct role in Saan’s af- 
fairs.

The publication of the libellous allegations would 
cause doubt among voters. It would cause voters to 
turn against the HNP or to refrain from voting, the 
court heard. 

My Myburgh said the publishers of the pamphlet 
knew the allegations contained therein were libel- 
lous and false and that it would discredit the HNP. 
He said the publication was urgent as he had only 
six days in which to deny the allegations contained 
in the pamphlet.

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NEW UN SECRETARY GENERAL ACCUSED OF DOUBLE STANDARDS

[Editorial: "How Does Dr Perez Reconcile This?" ] 


[Text ] The UN secretary general is going to visit Israel. In light of the role 
which that country plays in world politics, with its position as the focal point 
in the continuing Middle East crisis, this is not surprising. What is surprising 
is that Dr Perez is acting in direct conflict with a decision of the UN's General 
Assembly. 


It was but a few days ago that the General Assembly made the decision that UN 
members must break all relations with Israel and must exclude that nation from 
the world community. 


Actually UN members are not bound to decisions made by the General Assembly; only 
the Security Council can make binding decisions. However, UN officials usually 
pay closer attention to General Assembly decisions and the decision on Israel 
expressly stipulates that "all specialized agencies of the UN and international 
bodies" are expected to act accordingly. 


In the case of South-West Africa, in justifying favoritism for SWAPO, it is al- 
ways pointed out that the General Assembly has declared that organization as the 
only legal representative of all the inhabitants of ‘South-West Africa. The 
Security Council made no binding decisions of this sort, but this did not deter 
UN bureaucrats from supporting SWAPO at the expense of the internal parties of 
South-West Africa. 


Dr Perez himself also acted in the spirit of the General Assembly's absurd decision 
when he praised SWAPO for its collaboration with the UN and criticized South 
Africa severely. That action is hardly consonant with his intention of visiting 
Israel. 


Would that intention be indicative of a recollection of a decision by Dr Perez 

of not letting himself be bound to indefensible General Assembly decisions? That 
would be a hopeful sign, but it appears to be too good to be true, at least as 
far as South-West Africa is concerned.

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HUMAN RIGHTS: SECURITY IS MAJOR BLOCK TO REFORM 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 8 Feb 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Washington--The U.S. State Department's annual report on human rights recog- 
nizes that political change in Sqth Africa is starting to came almg. However it 
expresses doubt as to where these changes are leading. 


The government's own measures and other factors in South Africa have started 

things going, according to the report. But this is putting South Africa in a dilemma 
with an increasing conflict with the requirements for change and the requirements 
for security. 


Eacy year the State Department must present to Congress a canprehensive report about 
human rights in all parts of the world and in the chapter on South Africa the state- 
ment is made that although apartheid continued to exist in 1981 there was a certain 
movement in the direction of accanmodation. 


The South African Government is defending its measures for preserving white self- 
determination on grounds that this is a necessary answer to the country's unique set 
of circumstances. However the report states that the government does recognize that 
apartheid, as originally modeled by Dr H.F. Verwoerd, has failed. The South 
African Government has therefore canmitted itself to a process of political unity 
and has accepted econanic integration; however, it is looking for a political order 
of things which will not lead to a unitary and multiracial South Africa. 


Possibilities are being studied for providing representation in the central 
government to Asiatics and to the coloreds, but no recommendations have so far been 
submitted to parliament. 


Hanelands 


No determination has yet been made as to whether there aqght to be a parliament with 
three houses, one for each racial group, and separate voters rolls or limited direct 
representation in a parliament consisting of one house but based on separate voters 
rolls. 


The fact that the white senate is replaced by a presidential council, in which the 
coloreds and the Asiatics are also serving, and the fact that a similar type of 
representation is also being considered for parliament are being regarded by some as 
an initial effort at a reformation process which will lead to a new political order. 
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Because, with respect to main politics, blacks are relegated to the hamelands other 
people believe that the present reforms are aimed at modernizing apartheid and not 
at establishing fundamental political reforms. 


The political structure created for blacks puts a limit to their political lives. 

Free exercise and political organizatims outside of that structure is greatly 

restricted. Efforts at political organization are continuously obstructed by - 
arrests or incarceration.

It is being said that the fact that there is no political forum ona national level 
for the blacks is having a harmful effect on the important labor reforms which are 
giving black workers greater rights. 


In 1981 a considerably areater number of black trade unio leaders were arrested 

and this is leading same people to assume that while there are only limited political 
structures for blacks there will be a fundamental clash between South Africa's labor 
reforms and the country's security system. 


It is being said that this conflict oer South Africa's dilemma of reform points to 
security and the problem can be resolved only by tackling the basic question of 
country-wide political rights for blacks. 


The conflict between slow political change and increasing political pressure is a 
big factor in South Africa. 


Critics are saying that official heavy-handed policy represents a denial that changes 
are really taking place. Yet there is reason to believe that the South African 
Government sees appropriate security measures as prerequisites for its refom. 


In 1981 the basic structure of apartheid continued on much along the same pattern, 
but for some of the coloreds there is a suggestion of limited changes in the basic 
pattern which has left them without voting rights. There is also a measure of 

actual change in the pattern of discrimination which is stipulated in legislations. 


The report goes on to say: "The thing which remains clear from this contrasting 
trend is that political changes in South Africa are on the way as an organic process." 


Some observers believe that the strong support received by the Reconstituted 
Nationalist Party in the elections represents a counter-reaction which confirms this 
process of change and the difficulty which the South African Gowernment is exper- 
iencing with this. What is not yet clear is how the requirements for security and 
the reaquirements for change can be reconciled and where the process of change will 
lead; so states the report. 
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PRISON DEATH OF TRADE UNIONIST RAISES QUESTIONS, CRITICISM 
Explanations Promised

[Text] Following the death of Dr Neil Aggett, who was found hanged in prison 
last week, the legal process is being expedited and all the pertinent facts will 
be made public in good time. This is what Minister of Justice Kobie Coetsee said 
yesterday during a parliamentary break. 


Answering questions asked by Helen Suzman, the Progressive Federal Party member of 
parliament for Houghton, Mr Coetsee also said that he had received a report on 
Dr Aggett's health condition. 


However, in light of the provisions of the Act on Legal Death Investigations, in 
accordance to which a prescribed legal process (which could include a legal death 
investigation), which will soon be instituted by the attorney general, he will be 
handling the case in a subjudicial manner. 


After the police investigation is completed all the pertinent statements, documents 
and information will be submitted to the attorney general and he will then start 
the legal process. 


In answer to other questions Mr Coetsee said that a private pathologist, hired by 
Dr Aggett's family, attended the autopsy. 


In answer to other questions asked by Mrs Suzman, Minister of Police Louis le 
Grange said that Dr Aggett was last visited by his family on 31 December of last 
year. On 18 January he was visited by a magistrate and on 22 January by an inspec- 
tor. 


Mr Le Grange said that at the present time 100 people are being held in pursuance 
of Article 6 of the Act on Terrorism and 14 in pursuance of Article 22 of the 
General Legal Amendment Act. 
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Medical and Dental Council Blamed 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 11 Feb 82 p 5 


[Text] An appeal was made yesterday to members of the medical profession to 
express lack of confidence in South Africa's Health and Dental Council in light 
of the death of Mr Neil Aggett. 


The appeal was made by Prf P. I. Folb, professor of pharmacology at the Capetown 
Uniersity and head doctor of the Groote Schuur Hospital. He asserted that the 
Health and Dental Council was partially instrumental for the death of Dr Aggett, 
the trade union worker who was found hanged in his cell while under police arrest. 


Professor Folb stated that the country's detention laws made Dr Aggett's death 
possible, however, the medical profession bears co-responsibility for this. He 
asserted that many doctors are ashamed of being members of the medical profession 
because of this. 


No Sign 


He said that the council, which condoned the handling of black activist Steve 
Biko who also died in prison, did try to get the country's detention laws revised 
18 months ago in order to insure the security of those under arrest; however, 
nothing has yet been done in this respect. 


"Doesn't the council realize the seriousness of this matter?" he asked. Professor 
Folb also asserted that correspondence relating to the Biko case has been left 
unanswered and the Medical Association of South Africa has not yet shown a sign 

of concern over this matter despite the danger of world isolation in the field of 
medicine. 


"The conclusions which doctors are forced to draw are that spokesmen and patrons 
of the medical profession are hardly giving any signs of being worried over the 
situation and that this sign has in no small way contributed to the death of 

Dr Aggett. 
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SERIOUS IMPLICATIONS OF DR AGGETT'S DEATH DISCUSSED

[Text] The fact that the death of trade unionist Dr Neil Aggett, who died in 
prison, unleashed a storm of protest here and abroad should not have surprised any- 
one. This is a very unfortunate as well as a highly exploitable event. But the 

fact that the reaction was so predictable does not, however, attenuate the 
implications which this incident has for South Africa. 


In the international situation in which the country finds itself the death of 
somebody imprisoned in pursuance of the security legislation is something which 
South Africa can hardly afford regardless of the specific circumstances which 
brought about the death. 


In light of the official assurances, which have just now been given again, con- 
cerning the circumstances in which people like Dr Aggett are arrested, his death 
immediately raises various questions. One of these is how an item of clothing 
such as a scarf, on which he was found hanged, ever got into his cell. There are 
questions on which legal investigations will hopefully throw more light. 


The fact that a legal investigation is coming up does not, however, relieve the 
authorities concerned from the duty of reviewing the existing control measures 
and do so urgently. There are indications that this is already taking place and 
will also receive first rate attention in the future in light of the recommenda- 
tions of the Rabie Commission. 


But no matter how much Dr Aggett's death is to be regretted one can rightfully 
question some of the reactions at home and abroad. Blaming this disturbing 
incident simply on the government's policy and on the security legislation which 
is now in force is just superficial and simplistic. 


Only last week in its report the Rabie Commission of investigation into the 
security legislation undertook to explain in a good logical. manner why such legis- 
lation is unfortunately necessary in South Africa's circumstances of a Marxist 


onslaught.

In arriving at the 
shortfall of R4 700-mil- 
lion, Sanlam makes a 
detailed forecast on 
both the Government’s 
income and expendi- 
ture for the 1981/82 fis- 
cal year. 
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It estimates the total 
Exchequer receipts for 
1981/82 (excluding 
loans) at R13 164-mil- 
lion. 

This is made up as 
follows: Customs and 
Excise Rl 551-million, 
gold mine _ taxaticn 
R2 160-million, general 
sales tax R2 150-mil- 
lion, and other receipts 
R7 303-million. 

Sanlam says it seems 
that the actual tax re- 
ceipts from gold mines 
will not differ much 
from the 1981 budget 
estimate. 

Government income 
from this source could 
therefore be about 40 
percent less than the 
approximately R3 600- 
million received in the 
1980/81 fiscal year. 

By taking all this into 
consideration Sanlam 
estimates that total 
revenue (excluding 
loans for the cirrent 
fiscal year) will be 
about 2 percent more 
than in the previous fis- 
cal year. This compares 
with a decline of one 
percent foreseen in the 
1981 Budget. 

Sanlam says Govern- 
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ment spending in the 
period April 1, 1981 to 
December 31, 1981 ex- 
ceeded that of the cor- 
responding period in 
the previous year by 
about 21] percent. 

For the full year it is 
estimated that the ex- 
penditure will exceed 
that of 1980/81 by 
about 19 percent. 


Expenditure 

Sanlam estimates 
that Government ex- 
penditure will increase 
by at least 17 percent in 
the 1982/83 fiscal year. 
This is about the same 
as that foreseen in the 
previous Budget. 

Sanlam expects that 
Mr Horwood’s Budget 
proposals will bring 
about a marked decline 
in private -consumer 
spending, particularly 
or durable goods such 
as cars and household 
appliances. 

It estimates a growth 
rate of about 1,5 per- 
cent for next year, 
while foreseing a rise in 
the consumer index of 
about 0,7 percent to an 
average of roughly 14 
percent.

[Text] Washingtcn--The Steyn Report about the mass media could not have come at a 
more inopportune time. On top of this the young man [Neil Aggett] then died in a 
cell of the security police... 


These are two matters over which strong emotions were unleashed. But although a 
person might have prablems with himself sametimes one has to store emotions in a 
refrigerator and look at the world around oneself with a cool attitude. 


Then one gets to wonder what kind of fate it is that manages matters in such a way 
that an event of actual significance for South Africa loses its effect so much ahead 
of time. 


The American report qo human rights in South Africa, which was publicized over the 
weekend, is in itself important. It has greater significance, because this is a 
visible and measurable knowledge of the progress in our relations with a country 
which next to our own ought to be the most important for ourselves. 


South Africa is not extolled in the report. We cannot consider this unreasonable. 
There is a whole series of meanings which I could have presented differently and 
there are also additiqmmal facts and opinions which I could have provided. However, 
under the circumstances this is as favorable a report as we could have expected. 


Freedom of the Press 
In this mention iS made of a whole string of unpleasant things. But here mention is 
also made of the fact that South Africa is changing and the effort for a better 


society is not just based on words. 


But just before the appearance of the report those other things happened and the 
attention of the public and politicians was drawn in the opposite direction. 


Freedam of the press iS a precious jewel for Americans and it is inscribed in their 


constitution. This is one of the very first tests they use in judging another country 
or the actions of their own government. 
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Now here comes a commission with recommendations which, as interpreted, would 
seriously impair freedom of the press in South Africa, while the U.S. report had 
just mentioned the lively role which the press f-.ays in South Africa as an important 
channel of communication between the groups in qr divided society. 


Advant age 


The irony is that there were the right signs indicative that the direction which the 
Reagan administration has been following with respect to South Africa has been 
increasingly acceptable. 


A few days ago a U.S. friend said that if things go right this could turn out to be 
a generally acceptable policy to the definite advantage of South Africa. 


We are far from there yet and for the people in the administration who are propa- 
gating this new direction it is not easy to persuade other Americans of the appro- 
priateness of this direction. There are misgivings even in the ranks of the Repub- 
lican Party. 


These misgivings have now unavoidably became more pronounced and if essential parts 
of the Steyn Plan are accepted in legislation it will be ome step harder for the 
people who, through constructive involvement, want to create a better climate between 
South Africa and the United States. 


Illusion 


Every member of the party, who in certain respects is not with the government, still 
has a constituency to which he is responsible. A policy which appears to be (or 
could be presented) in qitright sympathy with South Africa, and as one having an 
abundance of carrots and no sweat, could create trouble in domestic and foreign 
policy. 


American officials must detach themselves from such an illusion if they want to main- 
tain credibility and get support from their own people. If yqm suddenly start saying 
good things about the order of things in South Africa then you will have to balance 
that by also being critical when things happen in South Africa which are offensive 

to U.S. feelings. 


Report 
That is how Americans explain it, and this fact is known in our own politics: Ya 


must above all be able to get your own people to go along with you if you want to 
undertake a new course. 


Whenever something like the Steyn Report does show up then we must rightly expect 
that officials here, such as Senator Charles Percy and his colleagues and entities 
like the State Department, will express an opinion on that. 


In these circumstances it would after all be unrealistic to expect them to be silent.

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HUMAN RIGHTS: U.S. UNDERSTANDING OF A DILEMMA

[Text] The U.S. State Department with its long history of traditional criticism 
and sometimes even officials inimical toward South Africa seldom has ever ieaned 
backwards to give any signs of approbation with respect to South Africa, even under 
the Reagan administration. 


Thus the most recent report on human rights with respect to South Africa, to the 
effect that political changes in this country are taking place, represents an 
important recognition. The irony is that there are still some South Africans who 
are apparently incapable of perceiving this self-evident fact. 


The American report admits that the government's measures and other factors have 
started things going in this direction, but there are apparently doubts among 
Americans as to where these changes are leading. The report also makes it clear 
that South Africa is faced with a dilemma because of the requirements for change 
on the one side and for security on the other. 


As to the immediate objective this has surely been spelled out repeatedly and 
just now once. again by the prime minister in parliament. On the one hand this 
entails the binding of whites and coloreds into an inclusive nationhood and on 
the other the highly possible satisfaction of blacks political aspirations in a 
constellation of self-governing states. 


Movement toward these objectives, however, requires that, as every reformer knows 
full well, there be a feeling of orderliness and security among all the groups 
that are affected. Reforms which do not take into consideration the matter of 
security head for revolution instead of evolutionary change. 


It is a good thing that there is a grasp of this dilemma in high U.S. circles. 
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NEW BOOKS PROMOTE BLACK HOUSING, LAND OWNERSHIP

[Article by Pieter Crmje: "Give Blacks Land Ownership Rights"] 


[Text] Pretoria--Urban blacks must obtain land ownership rights in view of the fact 
that their permanence in the so-called white urban regions is now ideologically 
acceptable, according to a new book on black housing which was published yesterday. 
The book voices criticism of the general approach on providing housing for lower 
incame groups in South Africa. 


Instead of it being a process leading to greater self-sufficiency the provisioning 
of inexpensive housing is being determined only qm the number of units being built. 


The book, "A History of Black Housing in South Africa," was written by Pauline 
Morris who is a planning and research consultant and was done as a project for the 
South African Foundation. The Foundation has published another book, "Aspects of 
Black Housing," and it contains contributions by Miss Morris and seven other experts. 


"A History of Black Housing" treats housing for blacks from the colonial period 
before 1910 to the policy and legislative amendments of 1977 to 1980. 


The positive approach to black housing which the government has begun to follow 
after the publication of the Riekert Report (greater variety and choice, greater 
involvement on the part of the private sector and employers, a more stable form of 
leasehold and below market loans) is not enough. 


The critical housing shortage and the distrust of many blacks of the government's 
intentions require more drastic and far-reaching changes. 


In order to overcame these problems and promote self sufficiency on the part of the 
individual and the community blacks must abtain land ownership rights, influx control 
must be removed gradually, more money must be made available and more efficient 
financing methods found, there must be more contributions from the private sector, 
there will have to be more comprehensive planning and more land purchased for future 
development, more suitable building standards accepted, a more effective process 
found for administration and representation, urban neighborhoods improved and an 
appropriate building process promoted. 
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Land ownership will overcome the psychological resistance of many blacks to the 
present leasehold system and simplify the camplicated registration procedures. 
Because of the increased price of land ownership rights will be much more expensive 
than leaseholding. However, this could help in stimulating sales, ownership and 
the development of an active black property market.

EDUCATOR PLEADS FOR OPEN UNIVERSITIES 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 10 Feb 82 p 4 


[Text] The government's failure to open South African universities to all races 
will throw suspicion on its declared endeavor for equal education for all. This is 
what Dr S.J. Saunders, rector and vice chancellor of Capetown University, said yes- 
terday in Capetown. 


Dr Saunders was addressing about 60 members of the Graduate School of Business 
Association on the role of the university in South Africa and said that the right 
of universities to select students at will must be restored. 


Pointing to the recent conference in Grahmstown, where the report of the De Lange 
Commission was discussed, Dr Saunders said that there was unanimity m the untenability 
of the present policy qm the admission of students. 


According to him the existing "permit system," which stipulates that colored 
students can study in universities of their choice only under certain conditions, is 
unacceptable as is also the "quota system" which is now being mentioned. 


"It does not appear that there exists a basic reasm why South African universities 
are now forbidden from choosing their students themselves," he stated. 


Waste 


He agreed with the recommendation of the Lange Commission that all universities be 
opened. If the government rejects this recommendation then the sincerity ox the 
government's effort for equal education will be suspect. | 


Dr Saunders also pleaded for one education department instead of the existing four 
departments. The division of education into four departments leads to bureaucratic 
red tape, confusion, poor planning and an enormous waste of mmey, he said. 


The aim of the university is to gather, assimilate and pass om knowledge. Yet it 
must also view society critically and help in resolving existing problems.

WAGE, STRUCTURE PROBLEMS AFFECT CIVIL SERVICE 


Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 10 Feb 82 p 3 


[Text] Pretoria--A big public protest by officials of the central government has 
been averted by the government's acceptance of a program for restructuring civil 
service; however, dissatisfaction is still running high over the announced general 
salary adjustment of about 15 percent. 


The troublesome questions now occupying the minds of officials are: the rate at 
which the civil service salaries are going to be adjusted and what amount is to be 
set aside fcr this purpose. 


In the course oj its meeting just concluded the executive committee of the Union of 
Government Workers told the Council of Directors to proceed with negotiations so that 
the program for restructuring civil service will be applied within 3 years at the 
most. 


The meeting also rejected the expected general salary increase of 15 percent. 
According to Colin Cameron, the honorary chairman of the Union of Civil Servants, 
the salary adjustment, which is more or less equal to the decreased buying power of 
the rand during the past year, is not at all satisfactory to civil servants. 


Meeting 


He stated that it will in no way cancel out the built up lag and moreover it will 
not promote the recruitment of capable personnel. 


Dr Cameron came out with the statement after the meeting of the executive committee 
which took place on the evening before last. It was at this meeting that the reply 
of the Committee for Administratiom to the union's salaries protest was presented 
and discussed. 


Although the contents of the letter would not be made known it is understood that 
the information provided in it is in agreement with the announcement made last week 
in parliament by Minister of State Administration Andries Treurnicht with respect to 
civil service salaries. But the letter did not provide any information about the 
time when the salaries adjustments would be made and how much money has been made 
available for this. 
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According to Dr Camerm it is clear that the government is planning to make civil 
service more competitive through inquiries intothe professional groups. 


Adjustments in the various professional groups will take place as the inquiries are 
completed. 


The union has nothing against this method, but there is concern about how long it 
will take for the inquiries and the adjustments, according to Dr Camerm. 


Collaboratiqm 


Dr Treurnicht said that the program for structuring is subject to the availability 
of money; however, Dr Camerm said that in light of the existing problems in the 
Civil service it is necessary that this not be delayed. 


Dr Cameron also said that, as a matter of high priority, ways and means should be 
found as soon as possible in order to expedite the execution of the program. He 
expressed the hope that the program would take effect in 2 years. 


One of the concessions gained by the union is that from now on it will be consulted 
by the Cammittee for Administration on the order of preferences in making inquiries 
and adjustments among protessicnal groups. Previously the union had no say or 
approving power in the drafting of the preferential list. 


According to officials with wham this was discussed this approach of greater colla- 
boration testifies to the union's recognition. The fact that the union's guidelines 
will be taken into consideration from now m indicates that the lower levels in the 
central civil service, where the need is the highest, can be the first to be con- 
sidered. 


The union will be dedicating itself to horizmtal adjustments for workers in lower 
grades who, because of the variety of tasks which they must perform do not fall in 


any specific professional groups, so stated Dr Camera. 


The productivity and effectiveness of these workers are obstructed by a high rate of 
personnel turnover.

PETROL PRICE INCREASE DEPENDS ON RATE OF EXCHANGE

At the time the oil companies were allowed to deposit 4.6c per liter less into the 
equalization fund in order to recover the loss they suffered because of the unfa- 
vorable rate of exchange between the rand and the dollar. South Africa pays for 
its crude oil in dollars. 


Mr De Klerk then also said that the equalization fund could bear the loss of incame, 
which will arise from licensing, until the end of March of this year. At that time 
it is supposed that a price adjustment will became necessary if the rate of exchange 
between the rand and the dollar does not improve. 


Yesterday De Klerk said that the study of factors which affect prices, such as rate 


of exchange, is still underway. As soon as the study is complete proposals will be 
made to the cabinet which will then decide on a possible increase in the price.

MORE DAR ES SALAAM PORT USE~ Zaire intends in future to make greater use of the 
port of Dar Es Salaam and thereby reduce its dependence on the southern rail route 
to South Africa (writes Veronica Forrester). Zaire, together with Rwanda, Burundi, 
Uganda and Zambia, is interested in improving access to the Tanzanian port and has 
embarked on an ambitious programme to improve its communications links to the east, 
At the middle of this month a donors meeting is scheduled to take place in Brussels 
to discuss a series of improvements aimed at facilitating access to Dar Es Salaam, 
Representatives of the EEC Commission, EEC member states, Arab funds, the World 
Bank, the European Investment Bank and Scandinavian countries are expected to 
attend, together with representatives of the African states concerned, They will 
be discussing a $240m, programme to improve the "Central Corridor." About $160m, 
is alone needed to improve the rail link between Dar es Salaam and the port of

[Text] A top Zambia Railways official in the police wing is being investigated 
for allegedly stealing goods from Zambia Railways trucks. 


Central division police chief Mr Oscar Phiri confirmed the investigations against 
the official whose name is being withheld for the time being until the probe is 
completed. 


Highly placed sources in Kabwe told the TIMES that the official, holding an influ- 
ential post in the company's police wing, had allegedly employed a syndicate of 
smugglers to rob the trains for him. 


According to the sources, the crunch came when his "employees" stole 65 bales of 
sugar from the Chikonkomene siding where trains usually slow down because of the 
corners there. 


"What happened was that after stealing the sugar from the truck, one of the robbers 
was caught by railway police who beat him up while his friends ran away. 


"He pleaded with the policemen and szid he would reveal his employer if they spared 
him. Everybody was shocked when he revealed the name of this man," the sources 
said. 

The man was supposed to be arrested last Friday as he spent a long time at Kabwe 
Central police station where he was being interrogated. "We don't know why he was 
not arrested formally," the sources said. 

Mr Phiri could not comment further on the matter, but said only that he did not 
know what stage the issue had reached. "I will find out from the investigations 


officer."

WE have in the past pleaded and cajoled 
policy makers to get national priorities 
right and working. We do so again today 
on the all important question of transport. 

An efficient passenger and cargo transporta- 
tion system is vital to the well-being of a na- 
tion’s economy. But in Zambia we do not 
seem to be paying any heed to this. 

The transport infrastructure is there. We have 
Zambia Airways, Zambia Railways, 
Tazara, Zambia-Tanzania Road Services, 
UBZ and others. Yet that infrastructure is 
under capitalised, under utilised and above 
all never coordinated. 

Our main news item on this page and the 
‘‘Times Review’’ on Page Threc are mere 
indicators of the magnitude of the pro- 
blem, compounded as it is by a pathetic 
lackadaisical attitude of managers and 
workers alike to the efficacy of transport. 

The story is the same everywhere. Whether it 
be on Zambia Airways, Zambia Railways, 
Tazara or UBZ, we lack the mechanics of 
running an efficient and well-coordinated 
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transport system. Planning and organisa- 
tion are ludicrously chaotic. : 

Domestic passcnger flights are no longer 
reliable. The national airline does what it 
pleases without any thought to the long 
waiting air travellers. Tazara and Zambia 
Railways are always dogged by rolling 
stock problems. Derailments are frequent. 
Trains are cancelled indiscriminately. 

UBZ is just a running sore. Bus stations are 
filthy and not better than pigsties. Rural 
bus rides on UBZ are no more than night- 
mares. And yet people pay. 

The indictment is long if not nauseating. No 
one forward plans, but all always scuttle in- 
to the refuge of bad roads, few buses, lack 
of spare parts, locomotives, wagons, planes 

and foreign exchange problems. The list is 
endless. 

Perhaps we really need another of Premier 
Mundia’s symposia to dwell on the acute 
need of an efficient and well coordinated 
transport system in Zambia.

FERTILIZER, MAIZE SEED SPOILED--Hundreds of bags of fertiliser and more than 1,000 
bags of maize seed have gone to waste at a Southern Province Co-operative Marketing 
Union depot in Mazabuka. The commodities were left in the rains. Mazabuka gover- 
nor Mr Shadreck Mwiimbwa found stacks of seed maize and fertiliser at Malabo depot 
in Chief Mwenda's area at a dilapidated SPCMU shed while hundreds were uncovered. 
Members of the board of directors of the SPCMU said they could not do anything now 
to save the fertiliser and seed maize because they were waiting for the official 
opening of a new shed. But the governor said he was shocked at the mess and de- 
scribed it as "sabotage." SPCMU general manager Mr Hassan Ramswamy said in Choma 
yesterday he had not received a report on the issue. Farmers in the province have 
been complaining of shortage of top dressing fertiliser.

SMUGGLING ON INCREASE=--Copperbelt Member of the Central Committee, Mr Alex Shapi 
has expressed concern over the increased smuggling of essential goods during the 
past few weeks Mr Shapi said in Ndola yesterday that despite concerted efforts be- 
ing made by the law enforcing officers to arrest the situation, smuggling of goods, 
including petrol and diesel, was on the increase. "The situation is worrying me. 

I cannot deny that smuggling is on the increase. It is highly sophisticated and 
essential goods are being ferried in big lorries and trucks in the early hours of 
morning," said Mr Shapi. The MMC said loopholes were there and known, but it was 
aitficult to overcome them. Mr Shapi appealed to law-enforcement officers to give 
stiff punishment to those found guilty as a deterrent to others. But he said the 
Situation was being reviewed and measures were being intensified to reduce the 


smuggling. “We are continuing to review smuggling in order to catch up with the 
sophisticated smugglers," he cautioned.
